8 and 6 P. M. the temperature stood at 55 
degrees, the maximum. Over the great- 
er part of the heated region the highest 
temperatures were recorded at noon. The 
minimum heat was 44 degrees at 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The average temper- 
ature was 50 degrees. The average tem- 
perature on Jan. 21 in this city for twen- 
ty-flve years has been 30 degrees. At 
midnight last night the mercury stood at 
60. One year ago the mercury stood at 35. 

The highest temperatures prevailed in 
the region about Lake Erie. 
mometer reached 72 degrees at Erie, 
Penn., and 71 at Cleveland. The unoffi- 
cial report from Syracuse, the hottest 
point in this State, gave the maximum 
as 72 degrees. 

On the heels of this remarkable “ spell 
of weather” is following a cold wave 
bringing a sudden drop of about 40 de- 


grees. This touch of real Winter, it is 
expected, will be felt inthis city 
and its vicinity by this evening. Cold 


Wave warnings were given last night from 
the lakes to the Eastern Gulf States. 

Despite the blanket of mist which en- 
folded the city most of the day, crowds 
were out in holiday attire. Furs were 
under the ban, and men in anything but 
light Spring overcoats looked uncomfort- 
able. Every park was crowded and every 
drive filled. Every man who owned a 
horse drove or rode it, and livery stables 
raised prices, just as they do when there 
comes a heavy snow and sleighs are in 
demand. 

The scene on Fifth Avenue at noontime 
resembled the Easter parade. On River- 
side Drive a great throng was out in the 
afternoon. According to those in charge 
of Grant’s Tomb all records for visitors 
weré broken yésterday.

Island. 
the city playground had that appearance 
of prosperity which marks it during the 
dog days.

The truth being essen- 
tially a part of the nature of God, He 
cannot, therefore, sanction an untruth. 

“On the witness stand a man is sworn 
to tell the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, and hence he can 
have no right to concealment of any 
part of the truth, although such conceal- 
ment might not be made for the purpose 
deception. Yet he may state facts 
may be erroneously construed. 
That is not his fault. And such conceal- 
ment may be a part of his duty.

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DEPEW OFF TO WASHINGTON. 


Seems In Better Health and Spirits— 
’Twas Merely a Cold, Son Says. 

Senator Chauncey M. Depew, accom- 
panied by his private secretary, went to 
Washington yesterday afternoon. He 
seemed in better health and spirits. 

“* My father has been out every morning 
and afternoon since he came back from 
Washington last week,” said Chauncey 


Depew, Jr., last evening. ‘‘He was not 
very ill, a slight cold being his only 
complaint. He had to come to New 
York to attend to business matters. He 
had a cold when he returned here, and 
that is all there js to it.”

WOODRUFF SEES PRESIDENT. 


Says Mr. Roosevelt Will Let Commit- 
tee Name Odell’s Successor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — Ex-Lieut, 
Gov. Timothy L, Woodruff arrived at the 
White House at 9 o'clock to-night and 
spent an hour and a half in consultation 
with the President, chiefly in regard to 
the appointment of a successor to Naval 
Officer Sharkey. After he had been with 
the Presideat half an hour the four Re- 
publican Congressmen from Brooklyn, 
Waldo, Dunwell, Calder, and Law, joined 
the conference and remained until it broke 
up. 

Mr. Woodruff, on leaving the White 
House, said that the President had no in- 
tention of interfering in the selection of 
a Chairman of the New York State Com- 
mittee. All Mr. Roosevelt desired, he 
said, was that a good man be chosen, and 
he intended to leave that to the members 
of the committee. 

“He will not play the part he did in the 
Sreakership contest, then?'’ was asked. 

‘*No,’” said Mr. Woodruff. ‘.He said to 
me just what I have told you.” 

He added that the State Committee 
situation was alluded to only in the most 
general way, and that no names were 
mentioned. As to the talk of himself 
for the Chairmanship the Kings County 
leader said: 

‘*I cannot conceive of any possible com- 
bination of circumstances under which 
I could accept the place. My private 
business requires all my attention now, 
and the man who Is to be State Chairman 
this year will have to be one who can 
devote more time to his political duties 
than I could possibly give.’’ 

Naval Officer Sharkey has not the ghost 
of a chance for reappointment. Civil 
Service Commissioner Cooley's opposition 
has effectually blocked his way, and the 
President has informed all the Brooklyn 
leaders that Sharkey cannot have the 
place. The conference to-night was for 
the purpose of discussing his successor. 

The names brought wp were those of 
F. J. H. Kracke, Rudo'ph C. Fuller, John 
S. McKeon, Adolph Kiendl, ex-Senator 
David Floyd Davis, Charles E. Teale, and 
ex-Senator Henry Marshall. They are 
the only names likely to be considered. 
Mr. Sharkey’s term does not expire for 
some time, so that an immediate decision 
is not necessary.

A puff of smoke from an overheated 
furnace and a woman's wild scream sent 
800 men and women into a wild stampede 
down a narrow stairway. 

St. Paul's is one of the oldest buildings 


of the kind in the city. It stands on the 
west side of Eighth Street, 100 yards from 
Girard Avenue. For more than thirty 
years it has been devoted to the use of 
the negroes of the district. 

The damage caused by the fire Is slight, 
and the loss of life and injury were due 
solely to the rush of the panic-stricken 
creatures for one stairway.

“The companies ask no franchise which 
is exclusive or will interfere with any | 
rapid transit or other railroad of the city! 
or of any other company. They do not 
intend to operate along streets, whether 
over or under them, but only to cross| 
streets, and generally at right angles, 
and never to cross at grade. The right 
franchise for which the 
companies are willing and expect to pay 
full and fair value. Not only do the Penn- 
sylvania interests ask no exemption from 
taxation, but they propose to add to the 
taxable property of the city, both directly 
with their own property and indirectly 
by increasing other taxable values. 

Might Cause Logs to City. 

“It is sometimes said that the city may 
safely levy the charge because the rail- 
road company must submit. sometimes 
this is true; and sometimes it is not 
true. It may be that a railroad company 
otherwise desiring to enter the city or 
to improve its facilities there would sub- 
mit to some such payment rather than 
forego entry to the,city or improvement 
of its facilities. The same, however, 
could be equally said of any other wusi- 
ness, commercial or manufacturing; and 
the exactions from such businesses would, 
if lawful, be equally possible and equally 
wise or unwise.

WEST’S FOOTBALL REFORM 
FITS THE SITUATION 





‘East Must Follow Same Lines, | 


but May Not Go So Far.

ETHICAL EVILS ee A Special Sale of

Rules Committee to Meet to Con- 
sider Recommendations of Code 
Changes Next Saturday. 





The radical action taken by the West- 
ern colleges to correct the ethical evils of 
football, summary and far reaching as It 
seems at first glance, comes pretty close 
to reaching the vital difficulties with the 
sport. Those who have had experience 


in general have in the main believed that 
the game itself might be effectively and 
safely remedied by the experts who have 
supervised it heretofore. But the moral 
ills: there was a serious matter. 

What steps might be taken to curb the 
evils of professionalism and importation, 
of extravagance and exaggeration, of der- 
elictions in scholarship, and so on, were 
pretty difficult to determine. The West- 
ern conference seems to have gone into 


the question thoroughly and have reached | 


| pretty correct conclusions respecting the 
| inherent vaiues of the detrimental influ- 
ences at work, according to the best opin- 
fon of Eastern Faculty advisers. The 
| East must follow suit, though perhaps it 
| will net go so fast and far. 
The.importation of athletes, which in- 
cludes professionalism, grows out of a 
lack of sufficient restrictions with respect 
to their right to play and the excessive 
amounts of money made and spent in 
consequence of the success they bring. 
The residence rule of one year for Mi

The report of the Executive Committee 
of the Intercollegiate Confernce on this 
score and the action of the “ big five” 
will be watched with keen interest. 

There will be a meeting of the National 
Intercollegiate Rules Committee in this 
city next Saturday morning, when an all- 
day session will be held to receive the re- 
ports of the various committees assigned 
to recommend the various rule changes to 
be adopted to cover each objection. It 
will certainly serve to crystallize the opin- 
ions of the committee pretty thoroughly 
align the members for and against 
the suggestions, so that a definite idea of 
what will finally be accepted can be 
formed. It may even be that the tenta- 
tive changes in the rules will be adopted, 
subject to the experimentation of the field 
laboratory. At all events, 
will be full of interest and importance.

WAVE SMASHES A SKYLIGHT 





The sniinbas First and Second Officers | 


| at Dinner, Suddenly Waist- 
Deep in Water. 


With her chief engineer laid up with two 
| broken ribs, the assistant chief engineer 
convalescent from blood poisoning follow- 
ing a lacerated knee, the ship's carpenter 
nursing a badly bruised foot, and others of 
| her officers and crew ready to tell of in- 
| juries they received in the discharge of 
; their duty, the brand-new British freight- 
;}er Ardgowan got in from Glasgow yes- 
terday morning. 

The ship was four days out of Glasgow 
| when the storm that disabled Mr. Harvey, 
the chief engineer, struck her. It was 
from the northwest, and so hard did the 
; Wind blow and high were the waves 
;that Harvey, fearing the effect of the 
;continual straining on the ship, went into 
the ’tween decks to inspect the sea tanks. 

It was while he was making this in- 
spection that a giant comber struck the | 
Ardgowan full and square amidships on

the Starboard side. The impact made 
the ship give a tremendous lurch, throw- 
ing the Chief Engineer to the deck, frac- | 
turing his ribs and otherwise injuring | 
him. On this same day, Jerry Smith, 

the ship’s carpenter, was battening down | 
one of the forward hatches when another 
big wave curled over. He jumped, but not | 


quickly enough, and his foot was caught 
| between two pieces of timber. When he |} 
| was picked up after the wave had re- 
j|ceded his foot was found to be badly 
| bruised. He was laid up for nearly all 
of the voyage. 

|} Helping Smith when he was hurt was| 
{Oscar Williams, an able seaman, who 
|caught just enough of the wave as he} 
| tried to scamper to safety to knock him } 
j}down and put him in wine sick bay for a| 
|week. For the next five days the Ard- 
igowan continued to poke her nose into 
all kinds of gales, but without further 
mishap. | 
| On the 9th, however, a gale that soon 
grew to a hurricane came out of the 
}northwest, and so terrific were the seas 
ij that for sixteen hours the Ardgowan was | 
‘hove to, all the time pounding up andj} 
|}down in the mighty waves that surround- 
ed her. It was while this tempest was 
at its height that Christopher Newell, the 
Assistant Chief Engineer, was injured.

Blood poisoning 


The next big waves to cause the Ard- 
gowan trouble came over late in the aft- 
ernoon of the 13th. Capt, Putt, Chief Of- | 
ficer Putt, his son, and Second Officer 
Monsey were at dinner in the saloon at] 
the time. This saloon has a fine skylight, | 
which was placed on the ship at the in- 
stance of the British Board of Trade in 
order to bring the ventilation of the 
craft up to the standard required by the 


marine laws of Great Britain. 

The officers had just finished their soup 
and the Japanese steward was bringing 
in the roast beef when a mountainlike 
| sea swept over the ship. On its way over 
jabout half of the wave seemed to stop. 
|It dropped down en the skylight. The 
skylight went with a crash, and the next} 
|minute Capt. Putt, son, and Second | 
| Officer Monsey were floundering in wa- 
ter nearly up to their waists. They went 
‘without dinner that day. Fart of the 
wave also found its way into: the off!- 
cers’ quarters on the shelter deck, but 
not enough to cause much trouble.

Again, when the ship was in midocean, 
the tops of the water casks came off and | 
flooded the ‘tween decks. It took the | 
erew of thirty-five two whole days to 
pail out. The damage to the ship proper | 
consisted principally in the crumpling of | 
many of the deck plates, and the injury |

Mr. Stevens stated that Major /Miller’s 
airship is to be 86 feet iong and 18 feet 
inches in diameter. It will be equipped 
with a 7% horse power motor when carry- | 
ing two persons and a special 20 horse 
power four-cylinder motor will be pro- 
vided for use when carrying but one per- 
son. It will be modeled exactly upon the 
lan of the big airship that was suspended 
rom the roof of the armory last week, 
and which will be shipped to Indianapolis 
for Carl Fisher to-day. The balloon part 
of this machine is 75 feet long, and Mr. 
Fisher is going to equip it with a 20 horse 
power engine of his own construction.

As a scheme for getting revenue, the |

It ought to be repealed. It is expen- 
! sive in operation and helps the Treas- 
ury slightly. It is a double tax, since 
it is a tax on debt secured by property 
which is itself taxed. It is uneven and 
unjust as between sections of 
State and as between classes 
people. New York City pays about 
two-thirds of the tax and other cities 
pay nearly all the rest; the farming 
! districts pay very little of it—though 


| 
what they do pay is most burdensome. | 


It falls, in the long run, most heavily 
‘on rent payers, and, in proportion to 
their means, very much more heavily 
on the poorest tenants. It checks build- 
ing operations. This tends to advance 
rents; it prevents the improvement of 
real estate and deprives the cities of 
the taxes that would be yielded by im- 
proved real estate. Against these de-

Veronal Prescribed by a Physician 
Who Had Never Heard of It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In behalf of the members of my sorrow- 
ing family I wish to render Tum TIMES an 
expression of our keen appreciation of the 
truthful and decent report of the circum- 





| stances attending the untimely death on 


Wednesday of my youngest brother, Ed- 
ward. All the news information concern- 
ing the case that could have been printed 
was fit to be printed—and you gave all 
the news that we ourselves possessed. 
Unfortunately, some of your neighbors, 
deep dyed in journalistic saffronism, in- 
dulged in cruel fancy, created a tissue of 
Indecent fabrications, and made our al- 
ready heavy hearts heavier with indigna- 
tion and renewed sorrow. I have always 
| believed Taz Times to be square and de- 
cent. I now know it to be so. 

Permit me, however, to correct a sert- 
ous error occurring in the ‘‘ Topics of the 
Times” column of this morning’s paper. 
Under the caption ‘‘Another Needed 
Warning,” you state, among other things:

request that the doctor prescribe for him } 


a soporific, He also requested that the 
new synthetic drug veronal be prescribed. 
The doctor told my brother that he had 
; never heard of the drug. Nevertheless he 
wrote a prescription as requested, even 
asking my brother to spell the name of 
the drug. All this the doctor told the 
family, in the presence of two of his col- 
leagues, on Sunday last. Furthermore, 
so far as we know from evidence at hand, 
the doctor prescribed ten-grain doses in- 
stead of the regulation five-grain doses. 
It ig bad enough when people dose them- 
selves with cure-quick nostrums. But 
what shall we say of a physician who 
prescribes a drug concerning the compo- 
sition and therapeutic value of which he 
stunds self-confessed as grossly ignorant 
—not to mention his ignorance of its very 
name? 


We wish no injury to such a man. Yet 


him must we regard as a cause of the | 


sorrow, the heartaches, the anguished 
spirits, the dark despair that his careless- 
ness has caused in us. A young life aglow 
with the promise of achievement has been 
taken from us. May a merciful Provi- 
dence permit such a physician, and oth- 
eras similarly constituted, to derive wis- 
dom from this so unnecessary experience!

Contention That City Would Not Have 
Profited Had Bank Taken Title 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The following facts, which should be 
kept separate in the reader's mind, are 
established: 

I.—The Government sold the old Custom 
House several years ago, in pursuance 
of a law of Congress, to the National 

City Bank, which was the highest bid- 
der, and received all but $50,000 of the 
price in cash. 

IIl.—The Government retained the title 
and agreed to pay $130,600 per year as 
rental for the building until the new Cus- 
tom House should be ready for occupancy. 

IlI.—The Treasury was then, and had 
been for many years, and is still, deposit- 
ing its surplus funds in banks in order to 
prevent an artificial stringency in the 
money market, Secretary Gage deposited 
the money received from the National 
| City Bank, as aforesaid, In that bank, 
|and took United States bonds at par as 
| security therefor. He might have deposit- 
ed it in any other bank, or any number 
of banks, and the result would have been 
the same, so far as the National, State, 
and City Governments are concerned, 

The only criticism in these transactions 
that has even plausibility to commend it 
is that by retaining title during the in- 
| terval between sale and evacuation the 
| Secretary enabled the bank to escape the 
payment of State and city taxes, although 
it was receiving as rental what was pre- 
sumably the market value of property in 
that neighborhood. That depends upon 
tax laws of New York then in force. 

My understanding of this matter is that 
the taxes on both National and State 
banks were assessed in such manner that 
| it made not a penny’s difference to any- 
body whether the bank held the title or 
whether the Government held it. The 
tax law of 1882, then in force, provided 
that the shares of banks should be aas- 
sessed at and paid by the bank at their full 
value, not their par value; that no deduo- 
tion should be made on account of the 
shareholders’ debts, but that the assessed 
value of any real estate owned by the 
bank should be deducted in a manner pro- 
portioned to each share. Thus, if the Cus- 
tom House property was worth $3,265,000 
and was assessable as real estate, the 
shareholders would have been entitled to 
a deduction of that amount in their per- 
sonal property tax; but inasmuch as it 
was not assessable, they had to pay ex- 
actly so much more on their shares, It 
should be mentioned also that however 
much the dodging of personal taxes might 
prevail in the community the shareholders 
of banks had no part in that sin, since 
the bolts and bars were too numerous 
and strong for them. 

These remarks apply to the state-of the 
law then existing. There have been 
changes made in our bank tax law since 
that time, and I should not wonder if the 
House of Mirth at Albany had produced 
some comedy in the light of which it is 
!more profitable to the bank that the title 
to the Custom House should stand in the 

Government than in itself. On this point 
I express no opinion except that Secretary 
Gage was not bound to anticipate the pos- 
sibilities of future legislation.

RUSSIAN ATROCITIES 


Demand Cessation of Crimes 
Against Common Humanity. 





BIG MEETING IN WASHINGTON 





President Roosevelt’s Efforts to End 
the Barbarities of the Czar’s 
Government Approved. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—A big mass 
held in Belasco’s Theatre to-night to ex- 
press sentiments on the atrocities in Rus- 
sia. Senators Patterson of Colorado, 
Overman of North Carolina, and Clark of 
Arkansas and Representatives Sulzer and 
Bennet of New York, Rainey of Illinois, 
Hinshaw of Nebraska, Taylor of Alabama, 
Moon of Pennsylvania, and Trimble of 
Kentucky, and Associate Justice Stafford 
of the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia occupied seats on the platform, 
Representative William Sulzer presided. 
He said: 

“We arraign the Covernment of the 
Czar to-night before the bar of civiliza- 
tion for great crimes against a common 
humanity,"’ he said in opening the pro- 
ceedings. “‘ The civilized worid is stunned 
and shocked and grieved by the inhuman 
barbarities and appalling atrocities which 
have been going on for the past two years 
in Russia. There has been nothing like it 
in all the history of the world, not dur- 
ing the horrors of the dark ages, and hu- 
manity to-day stands aghast, mortified 
and horrified.” 

Representative Rainey in the course of 
his speech said: 

‘“In-the opening years of this the great- | 
est of all the centuries the Grand Dukes 
and their followers who support the 
tottering throne of the Romanoffs have 





resorted to the old methods, and this! 
time they are inflaming the _ populace} 
against the helpless Jews—and already} 


the blood of 100,000 Jews cries out for! 
vengeance. The time may be near at 
hand when an instrument may be raised | 
up to execute upon the men who are; 
responsible for these inhuman butcheries 


ithe old doctrine—an eye for an eye and 


a tooth for a tooth. 
Representative Moon of Pennsylvania 
declared that the story of atrocities 
would stagger credulity, and that the as- 
semblage voiced united and emphatic pro- 
test against crimes that “ threatened the 
very stability of twentieth century Chris- | 
tian civilization,”” but added that there | 
was no thought of extreme measures. 
Representative Charles A. Towne of 
New York presented resolutions, which | 
were unanimously adopted, denouncing | 
‘* these terrible atrocities as great crimes 
against a common humanity that must 
be stopped and stopped at once and fer 
al Itime to come, by the .Russian Gov- 
ernment,” approving all that President 
Roosevelt has done and is doing, by vir- 
tue of his good offices, to cause a cessa- 
tion of ‘‘ these unspeakable crimes against 
the oppressed and the outraged Jews and 
Gentiles in Russia,”” and pledging him! 
the support and approval of ‘‘ every just, |

A record of the life- 
term convicts from i870 to 1900 shows that 
17 per cent. became insane while in prison. 

“Some men of sensitive temperament

“The tables 
show that 23 per cent. of the life men at 
Auburn Prison died in the first ten years 
of their terms. Very few life 
have any previous criminal record.
